
What The Massachusetts 
State Debt Means To You 


Many working, voting, taxpaying 
citizens of Massachusetts arc unaware 
that their state is in debt today to the 
extent of nearly three-quarters of a 
billion dollars $733,381,000 to be 
exact, at the end of fiscal 1957. The 
classical economist would argue that 
this in itself is bad. The modern 
school would disagree. But no mat¬ 
ter what brand of economic theory 
you subscribe to, no one can dispute 
factual information which establishes 
what kind of a citizenship bargain it 
is to live in Massachusetts as compared 
with other states. 

For example, it is a fact that this is 
the largest state debt in the nation. 
The Commonwealth ol Massachusetts 
is deeper in debt than New York or 
California or any other state in this 
nation. And since this figure ex¬ 
cludes the kind of borrowing which 
specifies a method of repayment (such 
as toll roads) it me?ns that the 
citizens of Massachusetts need to pay 
back $733,000,000 through taxes. 

Figured on a per capita basis, this 
means that every man, woman and 
child in the Bay State owes $152.38 
nearly five times the national average 
of $29.74. By way of comparison, 
this means that the citizens of 40 
other states are in better shape 
financially than the citizens of the 
Bay State. If you live in Virginia, 
for instance, the per capita state debt 
is only $ 1.35; in eleven states it is zero. 

What about the trend? Is the 
situation improving or worsening? 
Between 1950 and 1957. the state debt 


It was recently announced by the 
New England Council of the National 
Management Association that 
Thomas Cullen, Methods and Plan¬ 
ning Department, has been elected 
President of the New England Area 
Council and Carlton Perry, Main¬ 
tenance, has been elected Secretary.

in Massachusetts increased 14%. 
This is nearly 14 times the percentage 
increase average by the other stales, 
which experienced an increase of 
1.1% In Illinois, the debt went 
down 10.7%. and in Ohio, it went 
down 28.2%. 

The other side of the picture is 
revenue. Is Massachusetts gaining 
on the problem? Here are the facts. 
Between 1956 and 1957 state revenue 
in Massachusetts increased some 
fi.3%. The other states averaged a 
10.8% increase in revenue. The 
facts speak for themselves. In Massa¬ 
chusetts, debt up 14%; revenue up 
only 6%. By contrast, in other 
states, we find debt up 1% while 
revenue went up 10% a complete 
reversal of the Massachusetts picture. 

State debts, like private debts, are 
created by borrowing. And borrow¬ 
ing itself costs monev in the form of 
interest. He r e again, the Massa¬ 
chusetts citizen pays over twice the 
average U. S. bill for interest on the 
slate debt S4.70 per capita against 
a national average of $2.1 I. 

Putting aside economic theory 
which purports to explain whether 
this is good or bad, it is significant to 
consider what this costs the individual 
as an annual tax bill. Here again 
arc the facts. Stale personal income 
taxes only (excluding all other 
forms of state taxation, like excise, 
property, cigarette, liquor, and gaso¬ 
line) cost the Massachusetts citizen 
more than twice as much as the 
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resigned because of ill health earlier 
this year. 

It was additionally announced that 
Alfred Law of the Special Products 
Division, the local club’s recently 
elected President, was chosen area 
representative to the association’s 
national convention in Los Angeles, 
California to be held October 22, 23 
and 24th.

“First,” he said, "is to focus public, 
attention on the remarkable safety 
records being established by business 
organizations operating their own air¬ 
craft, and second, to call even greater 
attention to the tremendous growth 
of business flying throughout the 
United States.” 

Mr. Piper concluded the ceremonies 
by adding that “Rules and regula¬ 
tions for the selection of NBAA Award 
recipients are rigid. They arc based 
on the accident reporting standards 
established by the American 
Standards Association and by the 
National Safety Council.”

national average. On a per capita 
basis, the Massachusetts taxpayer pays 
$23.11 compared to $9.39 elsewhere. 
In states like Ohio, Rhode Island. 
New Jersey, and Texas, there is no 
state tax on personal- income at all! 

So the taxpayer and voter can 
think of his citizenship in Massa¬ 
chusetts in terms of what he gets for 
his money, compared to what the 
citizens of other states get. And the 
important thing in a democracy is 
that he can do something about the 
return he gels on his tax dollar, if he 
doesn’t like the value received. 

By majority vote. Massachusetts 
•Senators and Representatives on 
Beacon Hill have created the debt. 
They have created the debt on the 
assumption that this is what the voters 
want. But, as the Boston Herald 
wrote on July 31. “The state’s 
Financial mess has been building for 
years as the state’s debt has mounted 
and tax revenues have shrunk.
